On  Belleville  Avenue,  after  tin 
poles  of  the  usual  height  were  erected, 
and  the  process  cou.nieuced  f  ^fal. 
Ling  the  trees  with  spins  uti  l  sj«.il 
iog  them  by  cutting  >  ut  blanches,  a 
halt  was  called,  tbe  proper*'  owueis 
on  that  street  being  men  who  woiih 
not  tamely  submit  to  outrage  Then 
tbe  poles,  thirty,  feet  high,  ugly 
enough  at  that,  were  dug  out  nrd 
others  forty  or  fifty  feet  tall  am  now 
being  set  up  iu  tbeir  places  so  as  to 
get  the  wires  a  lute  the  tree  to|>s. 

In  BeDSon  Street  the  dispute  with 
the  owner  over  the  removal  of  a  tree 
and  planting  of  a  pole  resulted  mi  the 
arrest  of  the  company's  foreman  for 
trespass,  but  be  w*as  immediately  dis¬ 
charged  by  the  police  justice  upon  his 
claim  that  he  had  full  authority  from 
the  township  and  tbe  contract  made 
with'the  company  to  place  the  pole* 
where  be  pleased 

We  relate  these  facta  to  show  *how 
the  rights  of  property  owners  are  be¬ 
ing  trampled  upoD,  and  to  create,  if 
possible,  a  Bentiinent  that,  if  it  is  iu- 
different  to  political  bossism,  may  at 
least  realize  what  Bloomfield  will  1* 
when  meet  of  its  streets  are  planted 
with  big  wooden  poles  to  accommo¬ 
date  electric  lighting  wires,  and  later 
on  the  telephone  wiree  that  tbe  same 
system  evidently  contemplates 

The  attitude  of  the  Township  Com¬ 
mittee  in  regard  to  tlfe  appointment 
of  legal  counsel  for  tbe  present  year 
is  grotesque  After  a  motion  bad 
been  passed  l>y  which  amply  sufficient 
counsel  and  associated  council  had 
been  appointed,  a  “recess”  was  taken 
to  talk  it  over  again  privately,  and 
then,  publicly ,  action  was  recousid 
ered  and  “counsel,”  “associated  coun¬ 
sel"  and  “consulting  counsel '  five 
lawyers  all  told — appointed  to  6ght 
tbe  township's  battles  for  tbe  ensuing 
year.  And  yet  there  ^re  some  who 
think  wa  are  not  lawyer-ridden  1 
„  What  Bloomfield  wants  is  a  sum* 
sensible  administration  of  affairs,  ii 
the  intereetof  tax-payers  and  citizens, 
in  dAing  which'  the  retaining  of 
competent  attorney  would  be  amply 
sufficient  and  all  the  people  require. 
Bloomfield  needs  five  lawyers  to  look 
after  her  interests  no  more  than 
dog  nereis  five  tails  Still,  if  the 
Township  Committee  go  on  at  the 
pace  they  have  bees  making  the  past 
two  yeais,  in  addition  to  the  five 
scions  now  engaged  from  Bloomfield 
and  Glen  Ridge  and  Newark,  a  “Phil 
•delphia  lawyer”  will  be  needed  *to 
Btraighteu  thiegs  out 

The  high-Landed  way  iu  which  the 
electric  lighting  scheme  is  being  put 
through,  under  Commit  teeman  IV>w 
era,  has  already  brought  citizens  and 
ihe  electric  light  people  face  to  face 
in  the  police  oourt,  and  this  seems  to 
be  but  the  beginning  of  trouble. 

Tas  Record  said  when  Committee 
man  Powers  first  introduced  the  elec¬ 
tric  lighting  plan,  “better  go  a  little 
alow,"  or  words  to  that  effect,  and 
Bloomfield  citizens  are  u<*w  saying  we 
were  right.
